3-Story Fall Injures 2 
Firemen In Bristol Blaze 
6 Saved 
From 
Flames 


Doctors t o d a y ordered 
further test for two Bristol 
firemen who were injured 
Saturday night when they 
fell 
three 
stories 
while 
fighting a spectacular blaze 
at 309 Wood St. 


The injured men arc Vito Fa- 
voroso and John Nocito, both of 
Consolidated Fire Co. Physicians 
sent them back to Lower Bucks 
County Hospital for further X- 
Raiys to determine extent of their 
injuries. 
The fire for a time Saturday 
night threatened to destroy an 
entire block of frame buildings. 
For more than two hours, all 
five fire companies in Bristol bat­ 
tled the blaze with every piece of 
equipment they had. Two trucks 
from Burlington, N. J., were sent 
across the bridge into Bristol on 
a stand-by basis during the fire. 
Six Rescued 
Six persons were rescued from 
the building uninjured. In addi­ 
tion, firemen carried an invalid 
in the building next door, 311 
Wilson St., from the third floor 
to the first and were prepared 
to evacuate him in case the flames 
spread. 
The two firemen were injured at 
the height of the fire when a lad­ 
der they were standing on slipped 
on the ice and they tumbled from 
the third floor to the ground. 
Only the heroic action of a vol­ 
unteer fireman, Wilbur Albright, 
former chief of American Hose 
Co.. No. 2, prevented further in­ 
juries. 
Dives On Nozzle
